SUBJECT: Contact with AECASSOWARY 2, and 15 on 12 September 1957 



1. Contact was made with AECASSOWARY 2 and 15 by the Tinder- 
signed at the Bavarian Restaurant, at 1230 hrs , 12 September 1957* 
Matters of business were discussed during the meal and while parked 
in a 3e eluded area. 

2. The main items under discussion included: 

a. Plans for meetings between AECASSOWARY 2 and 3 and 
KUBARK staff members during the week of 21 September 
1957 to discuss problems of field funding, PP plan- 
ning and other matters relating to Project ^SRODYNAMIC. 

b. Discussion of the AECARTHAGE 20 S/W letter received 
4 September 57 via AECASSOWARY 26. (A separate 
report was nrepared on this matter and was submitted 
toC ^3 SR 3/»3). 

3. AECASSOWARY 2 al£o briefed the undersigned on the . 
following matters: 

a. . Info j on a Ukrainian-German journalist who was 

sent to the Moscow Youth Festival by the CASSOWARIES who 
had submitted his report. It was being translated 
and would be relayed when it was finished, 

b. Various Polish contacts are available to AECASSOWARY 2 
for operational and PP purposes. He is preparing 

a paper on possible utilization of these contacts 
under Project AERODYNAMIC. 

c. It is now possible to send more non-propaganda 
source material (history]* literature, sociolbgy, 
politics, etc) to countries like Poland and 
occasionally even to the Ukraine. Since Poland 
has a sizeable Ukrainian minority which has 
ties with relatives and friends in the Ukrainian 
SSR, it is possible to relay these materials to 
the Soviet Ukraiaa through this channel. 

d. The establishment of an import-export firm to 
trade in Polish commodities could be another 
i means of establishing contacts in Poland which 
might prove valuable operation-wise or useful 
for transmitting PP materials to the Soviet Ukraine.
